Inspired by an overw helm ing victory at 
the polls, stim ulated by the approval given 
his policies, it would have been natural for 
the President to resu m e w ith dram atic ter­ 
ro r his program of reform and to begin 
Interpreting lh*- m andate of the election in 
concrete to m s of new laws or am endm ents 
to old laws. 
But., instead, Mr. R oosevelt dec ides on a 
vacation. To the queries of the new spaper 
corespondents, assem bled w ith him th ree 
tim es now since the election, he answ ers 
m odestly, unpretentiously, even vaguely, the 
questions about future plans and future leg 
islation. No m atter w hat th e problem , he 
h asn 't really begun to tackle it or som e­ 
one else Is studying it or som e m ore infor- 
m ation Is being gathered or he has to wait.

All around him are friends who w ant to 
s ta rt right In pushing—they w ant the P resi­ 
dent to go fu rth er to th e left or thpy want 
him "to consolidate the gains of liberalism ’' 
or else they w ant him to take a hand In 
sundry disputes as betw een capital and la­ 
bor th at are never going to he solved lf the 
governm ent Is going to assum e a new role 
of boss instead of um pire or m ediator.

On 
top of all these cu rren ts Is a definite up- 
sw ing In business. N ew spaper headlines tell 
of bigger dividends, m ore wage Increases, 
dim inished relief rolls, and of bigger ex 
penditures for plant expansion.

'T'HERIC a re eleven sections of the social

security act altogether. T hese sections 
may be classified into th ree groups. 
One 
group provides financial assistance to the 
states to c arry on health and w elfare a c ­ 
tivities, including assistance to needy aged, 
needy blind, and dependent children. An­ 
other group provides a m ethod under which 
each state w ith the ald of th e federal gov­ 
ernm ent m ay enact an unem ploym ent com ­ 
pensation 
law 
w ithout 
placing 
its 
em ­ 
ployers at a com petitive disadvantage w ith 
em ployers In o th er states. The third group 
rovers the federal old age benefits plan. 
T his part of tho so d a! security a r t is 
som etim es confused w ith the section o f tho 
act providing relief for needy aged people, 
m any of whom would otherw ise be d e sti­ 
tu te or in the 
poorhouse. 
A ssistance 
is 
given to needy old people through county 
or sta te au th o rities w ith th e ald of m oney 
received from th e federal governm ent. T his 
so rt of assistance to needy people is com ­ 
monly referred to as d a te obi age pensions. 
In th is way m en and women who a re 
now 
old aud are w ithout m eans of their own are 
helped In a hum ane and orderly m anner. B ut 
the federal old age benefits plan looks to 
the future. 
These federal old age benefits are best 
understood if we com pare them to Insur­ 
ance. They apply to wage and salary earn- 
era who are now young or m iddle aged— 
m en and women who work In industry, In 
business offices, In com m ercial en terp rises 
of all kinds—about 26 m inion w orkers in all. 
U nder the federal old age benefits provl- 
sions of the a ct these m en and women will 
be assured an income for life after age 65 
when they are no longer a t work. 
T his incom e will be paid to them by th e 
U nited S tates 
governm ent 
In 
m onthly 
checks—like the installm ents on annuities 
from an insurance com pany. Or the cash 
value will be paid to the w orker’s fam ily 
lf he dies. W hatever happens, th e w orker 
or his fam ily gels hack m ore money than 
he pays In. 


I 
IKE AN insurance com pany policy, the 
w orker’s old age benefit from the gov. 
em in en t m ust be paid for In advance. How- 
ever, Instead of weekly, m onthly, quarterly, 
or yearly prem ium s the governm ent will col­ 
lect through the em ployer weekly or m onth­ 
ly paym ents which are called taxes. But 
these paym ents will be shared bv the em ­ 
ployers and the w orkers equally and will he 
used only to pay cash benefits to the w ork­ 
ers. 
T he alae of the benefits will depend en- 
tirelv upon how m uch the w orker e arn s be-

half a cent m ore every 3 years until finally 
beginning in 1949. 12 years from now, each 
will Invest for old age security 3 cents on 
each dollar the w orker earn s up to 13.000 a 
year. T hat is the m ost anybody will ever 
pay. 
!«et us com pare the total am ount of con 
tributlons paid with the total benefits re ­ 
ceived. For the man of 35 who is m aking f25 
a weak bis contributions over 30 y e ars’ tim e 
am ount to 3975. lf this man lives out his 
norm al life expectancy of 12 years after 
reaching the age of 66 bls benefits will 
am ount to 36,480 or m ore than 6 4 tim es 
w hat he pays In. In the case of a wom an the 
norm al life expectancy Is 15 years and she 
would receive 38.100 or m ore than 8 tim es 
w hat she paid in. For a m an of 60 who pays 
In for five years before he retires his to ta l 
tax is 378—in return for which he gets 
32,580 lf he lives out his norm al life ex­ 
pectancy or m ore than 33 tim es th e am ount 
he has paid In. 
In th e case of a woman she would receive 
$3,225, or m ore than 40 tim es the am ount 
she paid In.

OW L ET me say a w ord relative to the 
plans that are already under way for 
putting Into effect th is nation wide system . 
Since th e benefits will he based upon the 
past earnings of th e w orkers covered. It Is 
necessary to set up an account for each 
worker. In order that w orkers as well as 
th eir em ployers m ay be absolutely certain 
th at th e proper account is credited, each 
account will be given a num ber which is 
com parable to an Insurance policy num ber. 
B eginning on Nov. 24. 45.000 postoffices 
throughout the country will distrib u te to 
em ployes, through th eir em ployers, form s 
known as ‘’A pplication for Social Security 
A ccount N um ber.” T hese em ployes’ applica­ 
tion form s will be distributed to all w orks 
places and will also be available a fte r Nov. 
24 at all postoffice*. The em ploye's ap p lica­ 
tion is a sim ple form asking a few questions 
such as nam e and address of the w orker, 
nam e an address of his em ployer, date and 
place of birth, and fa th e r’s and m other’s 
name. W hen the w orker has provided this 
inform ation on the application he may re 
turn It. w ithout paying any postage in any 
of five w ays; 
By handing it back to the em ployer, or 
By handing it to any labor organiza­ 
tion of which the w orker is a m em ­ 
ber. or 
By delivering it personally to any lo­ 
cal post office, or 
By m ailing it—w ithout postage—in a 
scaled envelope, addressed sim ply: 
“ Postm aster. Local.** 
On the return of this inform ation to the 
post office a social security account will be 
set up for each person eligible and her or 
she will be furnished with a card —com par, 
able to an insurance identification card — 
certifying that an account has been set up 
and bearing the num ber of the account so as 
to make it easy for the w orker to find out 
at any tim e Just how his or her 
account 
stands. 
It is to the advantage of both employes 
and em ployer to m ake certain that sn ac- 
count num ber is assigned to each w orker be 
fore January I so that accurate reports can 
be made to the governm ent and so that ac. 
curate accounts m ay be kept by the govern- 
ment.

The Confederate leader wus a

days before he made his getaway 
to the Rebel linos. In Ohio 49,000 
militiamen were called into ser­ 
vice in an effort to stop his raid. 
The cost Lo the state of the effort 
to capture the raider and his party 
of about 300 horsemen wan $212,- 
318. 
Nine months and eight days af­ 
ter his getaway Morgan was shot

in this battle one of 
the 
three 
brigadier generals who had chased 
him through Ohio during the pre­ 
ceding year.

Rlilfflngton on the Ohio river »»v 
eral days before the raider reach 
ed Columbiana county. 
Gen. Morgan started his raid at 
Sparta, Tenn. Gen. Hobson and I 
his force pursued the Confederate j 
party for 900 miles from Marrow- I 
bone?. Ky. In doing so. Gen. Hob- 
son sat in his saddle continuously 
for 21 hours before overtaking the 
raiders at Bluffton, where followed 
the battle. 
After his escape from the p e n i ­ 
tentiary. Gen. Morgan won minor 
battles with 
Union troops at Mt. 
sterling, Lexington, 
and 
Keiiar 
Bridge nea 
Cvnthia, Ky.. where 
Gen. Hobson was made a prisoner 
of war.

Widespread Curb

Today I want to tell you about a 
disease which is wide-spread In its 
‘‘geographic distribution.” 
I refer 
to m alaria. 
T his disease is found 
in all parts of the world. 
U ndoubtedly it Is m ore prevalent 
w here sanitary m easures are lack­ 
ing. 
But In spite of world-wide 
a ttack s upon it, it stiU exists every­ 
w here. 
It is indeed a serious in te r­ 
national health problem. 
At one tim e m alaria was especi- 
laly prevalent in certain p arts of 
the U nited S tates.

In som e cases success 
becom es a large engineering task, 
requiring great expenditures of la­ 
bor and money. 
C inchlno B ark Used 
F or many, m any years cinchona 
bark has been used to relieve the 
chills and fever in m alaria. 
In 
fact, th is m ethod of treatm en t was 
known to the Peruvian Indians and 
its value recognized by physicians 
alm ost 300 years ago. 
In 1820 a 
fu rth er step in the treatm en t of 
m alaria was taken when quinine, 
was extracted from the bark. But 
satisfactory resu lts in the tre a t­ 
m ent of m alaria w ere lacking until 
1880, when th e germ responsible 
for the disease w as discovered. But 
it 
rem ained 
for 
an 
A m erican 
nam ed Ross to discover in 1898 
th at 
th e 
"anopheles” 
m osquito 
tran sm itted th e disease from man 
to m an. 
Then we knew how to 
prevent m alaria. 
Since quinine was first used in 
tbe 
treatm en t of m alaria, there 
have been m ade thousands of syn­ 
thetic com pounds which closely re­ 
sem ble it in action. 
A p repara­ 
tion called "a tab rin e ” has recent­ 
ly been used. 
It is found that this 
drug acts m ore rapidly and also 
prevents relapses to a degree not 
reached by other substances. 
Of course, this m edication can 
only be given under the supervi­ 
sion of a doctor.
